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INTRODUCTION 


PURPOSE  AND  USES  OF  THE  ECONOMIC 
CENSUS 

The  economic  censuses  are  the  major  source  of  facts 
about  the  structure  and  functioning  of  the  Nation's  econ- 
omy. They  provide  essential  information  for  government, 
business,  industry,  and  the  general  public. 

Economic  censuses  furnish  an  important  part  of 
the  framework  for  such  composite  measures  as  the 
gross  national  product,  input-output  measures,  pro- 
duction and  price  indexes,  and  other  statistical  series 
that  measure  short-term  changes  in  economic  con- 
ditions. 

Policy-making  agencies  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment use  the  data,  especially  in  monitoring  economic 
activity  and  providing  assistance  to  business. 

State  and  local  governments  use  the  data  to 
assess  business  activities  and  tax  bases  within  their 
jurisdictions  and  to  develop  programs  to  attract  busi- 
ness. 

Trade  associations  study  trends  in  their  own  and 
competing  industries,  and  keep  their  members  informed 
of  market  changes. 

Individual  businesses  use  the  data  to  locate  poten- 
tial markets  and  to  analyze  their  own  production  and 
sales  performance  relative  to  industry  or  area  aver- 
ages. 

AUTHORITY  AND  SCOPE 

Title  13  of  the  United  States  Code  (sections  131,  191, 
and  224)  directs  the  Census  Bureau  to  take  the  economic 
censuses  every  5  years,  covering  years  ending  in  2  and  7. 
The  1 987  Economic  Censuses  consist  of  the  — 

Census  of  Retail  Trade 
Census  of  Wholesale  Trade 
Census  of  Service  Industries 
Census  of  Transportation 
Census  of  Manufacturers 
Census  of  Mineral  Industries 
Census  of  Construction  Industries 


Special  programs  also  cover  enterprise  statistics  and 
minority-owned  and  women-owned  businesses.  (The  1 987 
Census  of  Agriculture  and  1987  Census  of  Governments 
are  conducted  separately.)  The  next  economic  censuses 
are  scheduled  to  be  taken  in  1 993  covering  the  year  1 992. 

AVAILABILITY  OF  THE  DATA 

The  results  of  each  of  the  economic  censuses  are 
available  in  printed  reports,  for  sale  by  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office,  some  of  which  are  available  on 
microfiche,  computer  tape,  compact  discs  with  read-only 
memory,  and  flexible  diskettes,  for  sale  by  the  Census 
Bureau.  Note  that  prior  to  1 982,  the  assets  and  expendi- 
tures survey  was  not  conducted  as  part  of  the  economic 
censuses.  Order  forms  for  all  type  of  products  are  avail- 
able on  request  from  Customer  Services,  Census  Bureau, 
Washington,  DC  20233.  A  more  complete  description  of 
publications  being  issued  from  this  census  is  on  the  inside 
back  cover  of  this  document. 

Census  facts  are  also  widely  disseminated  by  trade 
associations,  business  journals,  and  newspapers.  Vol- 
umes containing  census  statistics  are  available  in  most 
major  public  and  college  libraries.  Finally,  State  Data 
Centers  in  every  State  and  Business  and  Industry  Data 
Centers  in  many  States  also  supply  economic  census 
statistics. 


HISTORICAL  INFORMATION 

The  economic  censuses  have  been  taken  together  as 
an  integrated  program  at  5-year  intervals  since  1 967,  and 
before  that  for  1 963, 1 958,  and  1 954.  Prior  to  that  time,  the 
individual  censuses  were  taken  separately  at  varying  inter- 
vals. 

The  economic  censuses  trace  their  beginnings  to  the 
1810  Decennial  Census,  when  questions  on  manufactur- 
ing were  included  with  those  for  population.  Coverage  of 
economic  activities  was  expanded  for  1840  and  subse- 
quent censuses  to  include  mining  and  some  commercial 
activities.  In  1902,  Congress  established  a  permanent 
Census  Bureau  and  directed  that  a  census  of  manufac- 
tures be  taken  every  5  years.  The  1905  manufactures 
census  was  the  first  time  a  census  was  taken  apart  from 
the  regular  every-1 0-year  population  census. 

The  first  census  of  business  was  taken  in  1 930,  cover- 
ing 1 929.  Initially,  it  covered  retail  and  wholesale  trade  and 
construction  industries,  but  it  was  broadened  in  1933  to 
include  some  of  the  service  trades.

INTRODUCTION     III 


The  1 954  economic  censuses  were  the  first  to  be  fully 
integrated— providing  comparable  census  data  across  eco- 
nomic sectors,  using  consistent  time  periods,  concepts, 
definitions,  classifications,  and  reporting  units.  These  were 
the  first  censuses  to  be  taken  by  mail,  using  lists  of  firms 
provided  by  the  administrative  records  of  other  federal 
agencies.  Since  1963,  administrative  records  have  also 
been  used  to  provide  basic  statistics  as  well  for  very  small 
firms,  reducing  or  eliminating  the  need  to  send  them 
census  questionnaires.  The  Enterprise  Statistics  Program, 
which  publishes  combined  data  from  the  economic  cen- 
suses, was  made  possible  with  the  implementation  of  the 
integrated  census  program  in  1 954. 

The  range  of  industries  covered  in  the  economic  cen- 
suses has  continued  to  expand.  The  Census  of  Construc- 
tion Industries  began  on  a  regular  basis  in  1967,  and  the 
scope  of  service  industries  was  broadened  in  1 967,  1 977, 
and  1 987.  The  Census  of  Transportation  began  in  1 963  as 
a  set  of  surveys  covering  travel,  transportation  of  commod- 
ities, and  trucks.  New  for  1 987  are  publications  reporting 
on  business  establishments  engaged  in  several  transpor- 
tation industries,  paralleling  the  data  on  establishments  in 
other  sectors.  This  is  part  of  a  gradual  expansion  in 
coverage  of  industries  previously  subjected  to  government 
regulation.  The  Survey  of  Minority-Owned  Business  Enter- 
prises was  first  conducted  as  a  special  project  in  1 969  and 
was  incorporated  into  the  economic  censuses  in  1972 
along  with  the  Survey  of  Women-Owned  Businesses. 

Economic  censuses  have  also  been  taken  in  Puerto 
Rico  since  1909,  in  the  Virgin  Islands  and  Guam  since 
1 958,  and  in  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands  since  1 982. 

Statistical  reports  from  the  1982  and  earlier  censuses 
provide  historical  figures  for  the  study  of  long-term  time 
series,  and  are  available  in  some  large  libraries.  All  of  the 
census  data  published  since  1967  are  still  available  for 
sale  on  microfiche  from  the  Census  Bureau. 

AVAILABILITY  OF  MORE  FREQUENT 
ECONOMIC  DATA 

While  the  censuses  provide  complete  enumerations 
every  5  years,  there  are  many  needs  for  more  frequent 
data  as  well.  The  Census  Bureau  conducts  a  number  of 
monthly,  quarterly,  and  annual  surveys,  the  results  of 
which  appear  in  publication  series  such  as  Current  Busi- 
ness Reports  (retail  and  wholesale  trade  and  service 
industries),  the  Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures,  Current 
Industrial  Reports,  and  the  Quarterly  Financial  Report. 
Most  of  these  surveys,  while  providing  more  frequent 
observations,  yield  less  kind-of-business  and  geographic 
detail  than  the  censuses.  The  County  Business  Patterns 
program  offers  annual  statistics  on  the  number  of  estab- 
lishments, employment,  and  payroll  classified  by  industry 
within  each  county. 

SOURCES  FOR  MORE  INFORMATION 

More  information  about  the  scope,  coverage,  classifica- 
tion system,  data  items,  and  publications  for  each  of  the

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Federal  law  governing  census  reports, 
no  data  are  published  that  would  disclose  the  operations  of 
an  individual  establishment  or  business.  However,  the 
number  of  establishments  in  a  kind-of-business  classifica- 
tion is  not  considered  a  disclosure,  so  this  information  may 
be  released  even  though  other  information  is  withheld. 

DOLLAR  VALUES 

All  dollar  values  presented  in  this  report  are  expressed 
in  current  dollars,  i.e.,  1987  data  are  expressed  in  1987 
dollars  and  1 982  data  in  1 982  dollars.  Consequently,  when 
making  comparisons  to  prior  years,  users  of  the  data 
should  consider  the  inflation  that  has  occurred. 


ASSETS  AND  EXPENDITURES  SURVEY 

This  report,  which  was  prepared  in  connection  with  the 
1987  Census  of  Service  Industries,  provides  data  on 
selected  characteristics  of  service  industry  firms,  including 
capital  expenditures,  depreciable  assets,  and  operating 
expenses. 

Data  in  this  report  are  based  on  information  collected 
from  a  probability  sample  of  service  firms  used  to  produce 
annual  national  estimates  of  receipts  and  revenue  pub- 
lished in  the  Service  Annual  Survey  report..  A  description  of 
the  survey  methodology,  estimating  procedures,  and  con- 
cepts is  presented  in  appendix  A. 

The  1 987  statistics  are  summarized  by  kind-of-business 
classifications  based  on  the  1972  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  (SIC)  Manual.  The  major  SIC  categories 
covered  in  this  report  are:  Hotels,  Rooming  Houses,  Camps, 
and  Other  Lodging  Places  (SIC  70);  Personal  Services 
(SIC  72);  Business  Services  (SIC  73);  Automotive  Repair 
Services  and  Garages  (SIC  75);  Miscellaneous  Repair 
Services  (SIC  76);  Motion  Pictures  (SIC  78);  Amusement 
and  Recreation  Services  (SIC  79);  Health  Services  (SIC 
80);  Legal  Services  (SIC  81);  Correspondence  Schools 
and  Vocational  Schools  (SIC  824);  Job  Training  and  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation  Services  (SIC  833);  Child  Day  Care 
Services  (SIC  835);  Residential  Care  (SIC  836);  Engineer- 
ing, Architectural,  and  Surveying  Services  (SIC  891);  Non- 
commercial Educational,  Scientific,  and  Research  Organi- 
zations (SIC  892);  and  Accounting,  Auditing,  and  Bookkeeping 
Services  (SIC  893). 

A  description  of  each  kind  of  business  represented  by 
data  shown  in  this  report  is  included  in  appendix  A. 
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SPECIAL  TABULATIONS  AND  UNPUBLISHED 
DATA 

Special  tabulations  of  data  collected  in  the  1 987  Assets 
and  Expenditures  Survey  may  be  obtained,  depending  on 
availability  of  time  and  personnel,  on  computer  tape  or  in 
tabular  form.  The  data  will  be  in  summary  form  and  subject 
to  the  same  rules  prohibiting  disclosure  of  confidential 
information  (including  name,  address,  kind  of  business,  or 
other  data  for  individual  business  establishments  or  com- 
panies) as  are  the  regular  publications. 

Special  tabulations  are  prepared  on  a  cost  basis.  A 
request  for  a  cost  estimate,  as  well  as  exact  specifications 
on  the  type  and  format  of  the  data  to  be  provided,  should 
be  directed  to  the  Chief,  Business  Division,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  DC  20233.

Some  estimates  have  not  been  published  in  this  report 
because  their  sampling  variability  or  imputation  is  so  high 
as  to  make  them  potentially  misleading.  Some  unpublished 
data  can  be  derived  directly  by  subtracting  appropriate 
published  data  from  their  respective  totals.  However,  the 
figures  obtained  by  such  subtraction  would  be  subject  to 
high  sampling  variability  described  above  for  unpublished 


kinds  of  business,  and  their  use  would  be  subject  to  the 
same  hazards.  Unpublished  data  may  be  obtained  upon 
request  from  the  Chief,  Business  Division,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  DC  20233.

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SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS 


Data  presented  in  this  report  on  taxable  receipts  and 
tax-exempt  revenue  in  1987  amounted  to  $35.1  billion  for 
personal  services;  $221.9  billion  for  business  services; 
$51 .4  billion  for  automotive  repair,  services,  and  garages; 
and  $67.7  billion  for  legal  services.  Comparisons  to  1982 
data  for  individual  kinds  of  business  can  be  made  using  the 
Census  of  Service  Industries,  Geographic  Area  Series — United 
States  Summary  reports  for  the  2  years.  Data  presented  on 
capital  expenditures,  depreciable  assets,  and  operating 
expenses  for  service  industries  are  summarized  below. 

CAPITAL  EXPENDITURES 

Capital  expenditures  for  depreciable  assets  for  personal 
services,  business  services,  automotive  repair,  services, 
and  garages,  and  legal  services  amounted  to  $2.1,  $12.9, 
$11.5,  and  $2.1  billion,  respectively.  These  amounts  rep- 
resented percent  increases  from  1982  of  57.6,  61.5, 148.1, 
and  67.1,  respectively. 

Expenditures  for  new  facilities,  structures,  and  equip- 
ment for  these  kinds  of  business  amounted  to  $1 .7,  $1 1 .8, 
$1 1 .3,  and  $2.1  billion,  respectively.  These  amounts  accounted 
for  80.4,  91.5,  98.7,  and  97.1  percent  of  total  capital 
expenditures,  respectively. 

The  kinds  of  business  reporting  the  largest  capital 
expenditures  in  1987  included  nursing,  hospitals,  and 
outpatient  services,  with  $16.4  billion  and  automotive 
rental  and  leasing,  without  drivers,  $10.1  billion. 

DEPRECIABLE  ASSETS 

The  gross  (acquisition)  value  of  depreciable  assets  at 
the  end  of  1 986  for  personal  services,  business  services, 
automotive  repair,  services,  and  garages,  and  legal  ser- 
vices amounted  to  $1 5.0,  $70.3,  $30.2,  and  $1 1 .2  billion, 
respectively.  After  adding  capital  expenditures  and  deduct- 
ing assets  sold,  retired,  scrapped,  and  destroyed,  the  year 
1 987  ended  with  the  gross  value  of  depreciable  assets  for 
these  kinds  of  business  amounting  to  $16.6,  $79.0,  $34.1, 
and  $13.0  billion,  respectively.  These  amounts  repre- 
sented percent  annual  increases  of  11.0,  12.3,  13.1,  and 
16.7,  respectively. 

The  kinds  of  business  representing  the  highest  values 
of  depreciable  assets  at  the  end  of  1987  were  nursing, 
hospitals,  and  outpatient  services,  with  $143.6  billion;  and 
hotels,  motels,  and  tourist  courts,  with  $68.7  billion. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES 

Operating  expenses  in  1987  for  personal  services, 
business  services,  automotive  repair,  services,  and  garages, 


and  legal  services  amounted  to  $27.2,  $177.4,  $34.6,  and 
$48.0  billion,  respectively.  These  amounts  represented 
77.4,  79.9,  67.3,  and  71.0  percent  of  total  receipts  and 
revenue,  respectively.  The  following  summarizes  the  find- 
ings for  specific  types  of  operating  expenses. 

Supplemental  labor  costs  (employer  cost  for  fringe 

benefits)— Supplemental  labor  costs  in  1 987  for  personal 
services,  business  services,  automotive  repair,  services, 
and  garages,  and  legal  services  amounted  to  $1.7,  $15.4, 
$1.9,  and  $3.8  billion,  respectively.  Legally  required  sup- 
plemental labor  costs  for  these  kinds  of  business,  such  as 
employers'  social  security  contributions,  unemployment 
tax,  workers'  compensation  insurance,  and  State  disability 
insurance  programs,  amounted  to  $1.2,  $8.6,  $1.3,  and 
$1.8  billion,  respectively.  Voluntary  labor  costs,  such  as 
insurance  premiums  on  hospital  and  medical  plans,  pen- 
sion plans,  and  stock  purchase  plans,  as  a  percent  of  all 
supplemental  labor  costs  for  these  kinds  of  business,  were 
30.6,  44.2,  32.0,  and  53.9,  respectively. 

Supplemental  labor  costs  as  a  percent  of  annual  payroll 
varied  by  kind  of  business.  The  lowest  values  were  10.8 
percent  for  barber  shops  and  11.5  percent  for  beauty 
shops.  The  highest  were  24.4  percent  for  noncommercial 
research  organizations  and  21 .8  percent  for  hotels,  motels, 
and  tourist  courts. 

Depreciation  charges— Depreciation  and  amortization 
charges  against  depreciable  assets  in  1987  for  personal 
services,  business  services,  automotive  repair,  services, 
and  garages,  and  legal  services  amounted  to  $2.0,  $9.4, 
$4.9,  and  $1.6  billion,  respectively.  Of  these  totals,  build- 
ings and  structures,  accounted  for  18.2, 1 1.2, 6.7,  and  16.4 
percent,  respectively. 

Lease  and  rental  payments— Lease  and  rental  pay- 
ments in  1987  for  personal  services,  business  services, 
automotive  repair,  services,  and  garages,  and  legal  ser- 
vices amounted  to  $2.3,  $9.9,  $3.1,  and  $4.6  billion, 
respectively.  These  payments  represented  8.5,  5.6,  8.9, 
and  9.7  percent  of  total  operating  expenses,  respectively. 
Payments  for  office  space,  buildings,  and  other  structures 
amounted  to  $2.1,  $6.8,  $2.5,  and  $4.2  billion, 
respectively. 

Communication  and  utility  expenses — Communication 
services  purchased  in  1987  for  personal  services,  busi- 
ness services,  automotive  repair,  services,  and  garages, 
and  legal  services  represented  1.7,  2.1,  1.4,  and  1.9 
percent  of  total  operating  expenses,  respectively.  Total 
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purchased  utilities  in  1987  for  these  kinds  of  business 
represented  5.0,  .8,  2.1,  and  .5  percent  of  total  operating 
expenses,  respectively.  Note  that  these  data  represent 


only  utilities  which  were  purchased  by  firms  in  1987,  and 
exclude  those  utility  costs  which  were  part  of  normal  lease 
and  rental  payments  or  franchise  fees.

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APPENDIX  A. 
General  Explanation 


SAMPLE  DESIGN 

The  1987  Assets  and  Expenditures  Survey  sample 
consists  of  sampling  units  in  SIC's  7  and  8  tabulated  in  the 
production  of  annual  estimates  of  service  receipts  pub- 
lished in  the  Current  Business  Report  Series  BS,  1987 
Service  Annual  Survey.  The  sampling  procedures  as  car- 
ried out  for  the  1 987  Service  Annual  Survey  are  described 
below. 

The  annual  sample  consists  of  a  list  component  and  an 
area  component.  (Note  that  for  SIC's  80,  81 ,  8331 ,  8351 , 
8361,  and  8922  there  was  no  area  sample.)  The  list 
component  is  composed  of  a  fixed  panel  of  large  busi- 
nesses, most  of  which  were  selected  with  certainty  (i.e., 
probability  of  selection  =  1 .0),  and  two  rotating  panels  of 
smaller  businesses.  The  area  component  consists  of  three 
panels  of  land  segments. 

The  list  sample  component— The  list  sample  compo- 
nent originally  was  drawn  from  the  Standard  Statistical 
Establishment  List  (SSEL)  as  updated  to  December  31, 
1984.  The  initial  SSEL  consisted  of  two  lists.  One  list  was 
composed  of  all  Employer  Identification  (El)  numbers 
issued  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  (IRS)  with  reported 
payroll  in  at  least  one  quarter  of  1984.  The  second  list 
consisted  of  all  establishments  of  known  multiestablish- 
ment  companies  as  of  December  31,  1984.  These  lists 
contained  information  on  receipts,  payroll,  employment, 
name  and  address,  kind-of-business  classification,  etc. 

Before  the  availability  of  the  1984  SSEL,  a  study  of  the 
universe  of  service  businesses  was  carried  out  using  files 
from  the  1982  Census  of  Service  Industries.  This  study 
determined  the  stratification  of  the  sampling  units  based 
on  1982  receipts  and  kinds  of  business.  It  also  determined 
the  optimal  allocation  of  the  sample  necessary  to  meet 
specified  variance  objectives  for  receipts  estimates  for 
different  kind-of-business  groups.  The  primary  stratum 
boundary  decided  in  the  study  was  the  certainty  cutoff  to 
be  used  for  each  kind  of  business.  The  cutoff  was  partic- 
ularly important  since  it  also  decided  the  type  of  sampling 
unit. 

Sampling  units  for  the  list  sample  component  consisted 
of  both  companies  and  El  numbers.  To  be  eligible  for  the 
initial  list  component,  an  El  had  to  be  active;  i.e.,  had 
payroll  in  1984  and  was  on  the  latest  available  IRS  mailing 
list  for  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA)  taxpay- 
ers. If  a  known  company  had  total  service  receipts  (on  a 
1 982  basis)  above  the  cutoff  for  its  major  kind  of  business, 
the  company  was  selected  into  the  sample  with  certainty. 
The  company,  which  could  consist  of  one  or  more  El's, 
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was  then  the  sampling  unit;  therefore,  any  new  service 
establishments  that  the  company  might  acquire,  even  if 
under  new  or  different  El  numbers,  were  in  the  sample  with 
certainty. 

All  service  companies  below  the  certainty  cutoff  as  well 
as  all  single  establishment  service  companies  were  treated 
on  an  El  basis;  that  is,  the  El  number  was  the  sampling 
unit.  The  El  numbers  were  then  stratified  according  to  their 
major  kind  of  business  and  their  estimated  receipts  (on  a 
1982  basis).  Within  each  stratum,  a  simple  random  sample 
of  El's  was  selected.  The  sampling  rates  for  these  El 
numbers  varied  between  1  in  3  and  1  in  1 ,000.  Three  such 
samples  of  El  numbers,  called  panels,  were  drawn.  Since 
two  of  the  three  panels  were  canvassed  in  the  service 
annual  survey  sample,  the  sampling  rates  varied  between 
1  in  1.5  and  1  in  500. 

For  all  El  "births"  after  the  initial  selection,  a  two-phase 
selection  procedure  was  used.  El  "births,"  as  used  here, 
are  new  El  numbers  recently  assigned  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  (IRS)  on  the  latest  available  IRS  mailing 
list  for  FICA  taxpayers,  and  assigned  a  kind-of-business 
classification  (if  possible)  by  the  Social  Security  Adminis- 
tration (SSA).  In  the  first  phase,  "births"  were  stratified  by 
kind-of-business  and  size  (expected  employment  or  quar- 
terly payroll).  A  relatively  large  sample  was  drawn  and 
canvassed  for  a  more  reliable  measure  of  size  (sales  in  2 
recent  months)  and  a  more  detailed  kind-of-business 
code,  if  needed. 

Using  this  more  reliable  information,  the  cases  selected 
in  the  first  phase  were  restratified  and  the  final  sample 
drawn  with  probability  proportional-to-size  sampling  with 
overall  probabilities  equivalent  to  those  used  in  drawing 
the  initial  sample  from  the  1984  SSEL.  Because  of  the  lag 
in  reporting  "births"  to  the  IRS  and  the  SSA  and  the  time 
needed  to  accomplish  the  two-phase  birth-selection  pro- 
cedure carried  out  quarterly,  "births"  were  actually  added 
to  the  sample  about  12  or  18  months  after  they  began 
operation.  During  this  period,  births  for  certain  SIC's  were 
represented  by  the  area  sample.  Other  births  were  accounted 
for  through  imputation  procedures. 

The  area  sample  component  (for  all  SIC's  except  80, 
81,  8331,  8351,  8361,  and  8922)— The  area  sample 
component  is  a  multistage  sample.  In  the  first  stage,  12 
primary  sampling  units  (single  counties  or  small  groups  of 
contiguous  counties)  were  selected  with  certainty  and  47 
were  drawn  with  probability  proportional  to  size  (popula- 
tion). Each  selected  primary  sampling  unit  (PSU)  was  then 
subdivided  into  small  land  segments  containing,  at  the  time 
of  selection,  an  average  of  about  four  service  stores  each. 
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Twelve  subsamples  of  these  land  segments  were  drawn  in 
each  PSU  at  an  overall  rate  of  1  in  1 ,000  (1  in  2,000  or  1 
in  3,000)  in  the  smallest  PSU's).  Each  of  these  12  panels 
include  approximately  420  land  segments. 

In  the  service  annual  survey  sample,  three  area  sample 
panels  are  used.  This  reduces  the  overall  sampling  rate  to 
1  in  333  (1  in  667  or  1  in  1,000  in  the  smallest  PSU's). 

All  service  establishments  in  these  selected  land  seg- 
ments are  canvassed.  Sufficient  information  (mainly  con- 
cerning the  El  number)  is  obtained  to  determine  whether 
the  business  has  had  a  chance  of  selection  in  the  list 
sample  component.  If  it  has  no  El  number  or  its  El  number 
fails  to  match  either  the  list  component  universe  or  the 
current  FICA  mailing  list,  it  is  tabulated  in  the  area  sample. 
The  area  sample  used  in  the  service  annual  survey  thus 
includes  businesses  without  employees  and  employers, 
mainly  recent  El  "births,"  not  represented  in  the  list 
component.  The  same  area  sample  was  used  in  the 
Assets  and  Expenditures  Survey. 

Since  the  sample  for  several  service  SIC's  excludes  an 
area  sample  component,  an  interim  procedure  is  required 
to  account  for  "births"  during  the  period  between  the 
onset  of  activity  and  the  time  of  birth  selection.  This 
consists  of  imputing  for  all  cases  which  go  out  of  business, 
but  which  are  still  active  on  the  IRS  mailing  list. 

METHOD  OF  ESTIMATION 

Data  on  receipts  and  revenue  presented  in  this  report 
are  reproduced  from  the  U.S.  Summary  report  of  the  1987 
Census  of  Service  Industries.  All  other  data  are  statistical 
estimates  which  were  developed  from  summation  of  weighted 
information  from  the  sampling  units.  The  weights  are  the 
inverse  of  the  probability  of  selection  (or  sampling  rate)  of 
sampling  units  in  the  survey.  Each  weighted  estimate  was 
multiplied  by  a  ratio  of  taxable  receipts  and  tax-exempt 
revenue  reported  in  the  1987  Census  of  Service  Industries 
to  corresponding  amounts  reported  in  the  1987  Service 
Annual  Survey  to  ensure  comparability  of  the  estimate  to 
receipts  and  revenue  data  reproduced  from  census  reports. 

Although  data  on  receipts  and  revenue  for  government- 
operated  hospitals  are  included  in  data  presented  for  SIC 
806,  Hospitals,  in  the  1987  Census  of  Service  Industries, 
they  are  excluded  from  data  presented  here  and  in  the 
1 987  Service  Annual  Survey  report.  Therefore,  the  weighted 
estimates  for  all  other  items  for  SIC  806  in  this  report  were 
adjusted  to  the  nongovernment  portion  of  census  receipts 
and  revenue. 


LIMITATIONS  OF  THE  DATA 

Because  the  estimates  were  based  on  a  sample,  exact 
agreement  with  the  results  that  would  be  obtained  from  a 
complete  census  of  service  establishments  using  the 
same  enumeration  procedure  should  not  be  expected. 

However,  because  every  service  operation  (covered  by 
this  report)  in  the  United  States  had  a  chance  of  being 
selected  for  the  sample,  and  because  the  probability  of 


selection  for  each  store  in  the  sample  was  known,  it  was 
possible  to  estimate  the  sampling  variability  of  the  esti- 
mates made  from  the  sample. 

The  sampling  error,  or  standard  error  of  the  estimate,  is 
a  measure  of  variability  among  the  estimates  from  all 
possible  samples  of  the  same  size  and  design  and,  thus,  is 
a  measure  of  the  precision  with  which  an  estimate  from  a 
particular  sample  approximates  the  results  of  a  complete 
enumeration.  The  coefficient  of  variation  (expressed  as  a 
percent)  is  the  standard  error  of  the  estimate  times  100 
percent  divided  by  the  value  being  estimated.  Note  that  the 
measures  of  sampling  variability,  such  as  the  standard 
error  or  coefficient  of  variation,  are  estimates  derived  from 
the  sample  and  are  also  subject  to  sampling  variability. 

The  coefficients  of  variation  permit  certain  confidence 
statements  about  the  sample  estimates.  The  particular 
sample  used  in  this  survey  was  one  of  a  large  number  of 
samples  of  the  same  size  that  could  have  been  selected 
using  the  same  design.  In  about  two  out  of  three  of  these 
samples,  the  estimate  would  differ  from  a  complete  enu- 
meration by  less  than  the  corresponding  percentage  for 
that  estimate  shown  in  the  sampling  variability  columns.  In 
about  9  out  of  1 0  samples,  the  estimates  would  differ  from 
the  results  of  a  complete  enumeration  by  less  than  1 .65 
times  the  percentages  shown.  To  illustrate  the  computa- 
tions involved  in  the  above  confidence  statements  as 
related  to  dollar  volume  receipts  estimates,  assume  that 
an  estimate  of  receipts  is  $10,750  million  and  that  the 
coefficient  of  variation  for  this  estimate  is  1 .8  percent  or 
0.018.  First  obtain  the  standard  error  of  the  estimate  by 
multiplying  the  estimate  by  the  coefficient  of  variation.  In 
this  example,  $10,750  million  times  0.018  equals  a  stand- 
ard error  $1 94  million.  The  upper  bound  of  the  67-percent 
confidence  interval  can  then  be  formed  by  subtracting  the 
standard  error  from  the  estimate.  Thus,  the  67-percent 
confidence  interval  for  this  example  is  $10,556  million  to 
$10,944  million  (i.e.,  $10,750  million  plus  or  minus  $194 
million).  Bounds  for  a  90-percent  confidence  interval  are 
computed  by  adding  or  subtracting  1 .65  times  the  standard 
error  from  the  estimate;  consequently,  the  90-percent 
confidence  interval  ranges  from  $10,430  million  to  $1 1 ,070 
million.  If  corresponding  67-percent  confidence  intervals 
were  constructed  for  all  possible  samples  of  the  same  size 
and  design,  approximately  2  out  of  3  (67  percent)  intervals 
would  contain  the  value  obtained  from  a  complete  enumer- 
ation. Similarly,  for  90-percent  confidence  intervals,  9  out 
of  10  of  all  possible  intervals  would  contain  the  value 
obtained  in  a  complete  enumeration. 

Although  cofficients  of  variation  have  not  been  calcu- 
lated for  the  percent  estimates  shown  in  this  report,  they 
will  be  less  than:

Coefficients  of  variation  for  all  other  published  estimates 
are  presented  in  table  1 2. 
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RESPONSE  AND  OTHER  NONSAMPLING 
ERRORS 

The  coefficients  of  variation  shown  in  this  report  do  not 
measure  biases  which  might  arise  from  nonsampling  errors 
such  as  the  failure  of  respondents  to  submit  correct  figures 
on  time  for  tabulation.  Nonsampling  errors  can  be  attrib- 
uted to  many  sources:  Inability  to  obtain  information  about 
all  cases  in  the  sample;  response  errors;  definition  difficul- 
ties; differences  in  the  interpretation  of  questions;  mis- 
takes in  recording  or  coding  the  data  obtained;  and  other 
errors  of  collection,  response,  coverage,  and  estimation 
for  missing  data.  These  nonsampling  errors  also  occur  in 
complete  censuses.  Information  is  not  available  on  the 
extent  of  bias  that  may  be  due  to  reporting  errors.  To 
minimize  nonsampling  biases,  all  reports  were  reviewed  for 
completeness  and  consistency.  Various  ratios  were  calcu- 
lated from  the  data  of  each  report  (e.g.,  employer  contri- 
butions for  plans  required  by  law  to  total  annual  payroll).  All 
extreme  and  unusual  ratios  were  verified  or  corrected 
where  necessary.  Some  firms  did  not  report  prior  to  the 
closeout  of  this  survey.  Data  were  therefore  imputed  for 
these  firms  based  on  other  available  records  for  like  firms 
in  the  same  kind  of  business.  Imputation  amounted  to 
about  1 3  percent  for  capital  expenditures,  1 7  percent  for 
depreciable  assets,  and  1 6  percent  for  operating  expenses. 

COMPARABILITY  OF  THE  1982  AND  1987 
SURVEYS 

The  1982  and  1987  surveys  were  conducted  under 
similar  conditions  and  procedures  except  for  the  following: 

The  1982  reports  for  wholesale  trade,  retail  trade, 
and  service  industries  all  present  data  limited  to  employer 
business  establishments.  However,  a  limited  amount  of 
data  on  nonemployer  establishments  was  collected  in 
the  1 987  survey  for  retail  and  service,  but  is  available 
only  on  an  unpublished  basis  (see  Introduction).  It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  in  the  1 982  Census  of 
Retail  Trade,  nonemployers  accounted  for  only  2.5 
percent  of  total  sales  and  in  1 987  they  contributed  only 
3.0  percent.  In  the  1987  Census  of  Service  Industries, 
nonemployers  contributed  11.1  percent  of  total  receipts. 

Data  presented  in  this  report  include  SIC's  702,  704, 
806,  824,  83  pt.,  and  89  pt.,  none  of  which  were 
presented  in  previous  reports.  Due  to  changing  SIC 
coverage  in  this  survey,  aggregate  data  for  "service 
industries"  would  not  be  comparable  and  are  therefore 
not  presented. 

COMPARISONS  WITH  OTHER  DATA 

Data  on  receipts  and  revenue  presented  in  this  report 
generally  reflect  those  presented  in  other  reports  from  the 
1987  Census  of  Services  Industries.  All  other  statistics 
shown  are  estimates  developed  from  the  sample  of  serv- 
ice firms  participating  in  the  1 987  Service  Annual  Survey. 


Items  from  this  report  are  comparable,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
to  statistics  developed  from  other  sources;  notably  the 
1987  Census  of  Service  Industries,  the  national  income 
and  products  accounts  (NIPA)  tables  published  in  the 
Survey  of  Current  Business,  and  Statistics  of  income 
published  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Estimates  from 
these  varying  sources  may  differ  for  reasons  of  sampling 
variability  and  methodology.  Broad  descriptions  of  the 
differences  in  concept  or  methodology  which  should  be 
observed  when  comparing  other  data  series  to  those  from 
this  report  follow. 

Statistics  of  Income  From  Internal  Revenue  Service 

(IRS)— These  annual  publications  and  quarterly  bulletins 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  provide  information  on 
business  receipts,  cost  of  goods  sold,  selected  expense 
items,  and  depreciable  assets  compiled  from  the  Federal 
income  tax  returns.  IRS  data  include  nonemployers,  unlike 
this  report. 

The  company  or  subcompany  level  of  reporting  on 
income  tax  returns  may  not  be  the  same  as  used  for 
reporting  in  the  assets  and  expenditures  survey.  For 
example,  manufacturing  and  other  establishments  oper- 
ated by  firms  which  are  primarily  service  firms  may  be 
included  in  the  IRS  data.  Service  establishments  operated 
by  firms  primarily  engaged  in  other  industries  are  not 
represented  in  the  IRS  statistics  for  service  industries. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Receipts  (for  firms  subject  to  payment  of  Federal 
income  tax)— Receipts  include,  except  for  certain  profes- 
sional services,  the  total  amounts  received  from  custom- 
ers or  clients  for  services  rendered  and  merchandise  sold 
during  1 987  whether  or  not  payment  was  received  in  1 987. 
For  offices  of  physicians,  legal  services,  architectural  and 
engineering  services,  receipts  include  only  payments  received 
in  1987,  regardless  of  when  services  were  rendered. 
Receipts  are  net  after  deduction  for  refunds  and  allow- 
ances for  merchandise  returned  by  customers.  Receipts 
do  not  include  sales,  occupancy,  admissions,  or  other 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  remitted  directly  by 
the  firm  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal  tax  agency.  Receipts 
(represents  firms  subject  to  payment  of  Federal  income 
tax)  excludes  sources  considered  "nonoperating,"  such  as 
investment  income,  real  estate  rental,  contributions,  and 
grants.  Also,  a  portion  of  data  reported  for  capital  expen- 
ditures, value  of  assets,  depreciation,  and  other  operating 
expenses  may  pertain  to  real  estate  owned  by  a  taxable 
business  and  leased  to  others,  even  though  corresponding 
data  on  receipts  exclude  real  estate  lease  income. 

Receipts  data  for  advertising  agencies  reflect  commis- 
sions, fees,  and  other  agency  income  rather  than  gross 
receipts. 

Revenue  (for  organizations  exempt  from  Federal 
income  tax)— Revenue  includes  charges  or  billings  to 
customers  or  clients  for  services  rendered  and  merchan- 
dise sold  during  1 987  whether  or  not  payment  was  received 
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in  1987.  Also  included  are  income  from  interest,  dividends, 
contributions,  gifts  and  grants,  rents,  royalties,  dues  and 
assessments  from  members  and  affiliates,  and  net  receipts 
from  fundraising  activities.  Receipts  from  these  organiza- 
tions' taxable  business  activities,  as  well  as  tax-exempt 
activities,  are  included. 

Revenues  do  not  include  sales  taxes  or  other  taxes 
(occupancy,  admissions,  etc.)  collected  by  the  organiza- 
tion from  customers  or  clients  and  paid  directly  to  local, 
State,  or  Federal  income  tax  agencies;  income  from  the 
sale  of  real  estate,  investments,  or  other  assets;  or  amounts 
transferred  to  operating  funds  from  capital  or  reserve 
funds.  Firms  providing  legal  services  reported  payments 
received  in  1987  regardless  of  when  services  were  ren- 
dered. 

Federal  income  tax  status— For  selected  kinds  of 
business,  firms  and  organizations  were  classified  on  the 
basis  of  their  response  to  the  tax  status  inquiry  on  the 
Service  Annual  Survey  questionnaire.  Those  that  indicated 
all  or  part  of  their  income  was  exempt  from  Federal  income 
tax  under  provisions  of  Section  501  or  521  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  (IRS)  code  were  classified  as  tax-exempt. 

Firms  indicating  no  such  exemption  were  classified  as 
taxable.  For  firms  that  did  not  respond,  the  tax  status 
classification  was  based  upon  administrative  records.  (Firms 
and  organizations  in  all  other  kinds  of  business  were  by 
definition  considered  subject  to  Federal  income  tax.) 

Data  adjustment— Data  on  receipts  and  revenue  were 
previously  published  for  taxable  firms  and  tax-exempt 
organizations,  respectively,  in  the  United  States  Summary 
(SC87-A-52)  report  of  the  1987  Census  of  Service  Indus- 
tries. 

Preliminary  estimates  of  all  data  items  in  this  report 
other  than  for  receipts  and  revenue  were  multiplied  by  a 
ratio  of  receipts  or  revenue  compiled  for  the  1 987  Census 
of  Service  Industries  U.S.  Summary  report  to  receipts  or 
revenue  compiled  in  the  1987  Service  Annual  Survey 
(S.A.S.),  where  receipts  or  revenue  for  both  were  defined 
based  on  the  S.A.S.  definitions.  See  Method  of  Estimation 
in  appendix  A  for  further  explanation. 

Operating  expenses— The  types  of  operating  expenses 
requested  on  the  report  form  are: 

1 .  Annual  payroll— Payroll  includes  all  salaries,  wages, 
commissions,  bonuses,  and  allowances  for  vaca- 
tion holiday,  and  sick  leave  paid  to  employees  in 
1 987  before  payroll  deductions.  For  corporations,  it 
includes  amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives; 
for  unincorporated  businesses,  it  does  not  include 
payments  to  or  withdrawals  from  profits  by  owners 
or  partners.  (This  figure  does  not  include  employer 
contributions  to  plans  required  by  law  and  other 
plans  besides  vacation,  holiday,  and  sick  leave.) 


2.  Employer  costs  for  programs  required  by  law— This 
item  includes  all  programs  required  under  Federal 
and  State  legislation  such  as  FICA,  unemployment 
tax,  workers'  compensation,  and  State  disability 
payments. 

3.  Employer  costs  for  other  fringe  benefits— This  item 
includes  programs  not  specifically  required  by  Fed- 
eral or  State  legislation,  such  as  life  and  health 
insurance  premiums  for  employees. 

4.  Depreciation  charges— This  item  includes  depreci- 
ation and  amortization  charges  against  depreciable 
assets  owned  during  1987.  Amounts  representing 
tax-exempt  organizations,  if  not  reported,  were  esti- 
mated even  though  depreciation  accounts  may  not 
be  maintained. 

5.  Taxes — Includes  all  taxes  and  license  fees  paid 
during  1 987  (excluding  income  and  payroll  taxes).  It 
includes  tobacco  and  liquor  tax  stamps,  fines,  and 
property  taxes.  It  excludes  direct  payments  to  gov- 
ernment tax  agencies  for  sales  and  other  taxes 
collected  directly  from  customers. 

6.  Lease  and  rental  payments — These  are  payments 
for  lease  or  rental  of  buildings,  machinery,  and 
equipment.  Payments  for  machinery  and  equipment 
include  use  of  production  machinery,  office  equip- 
ment, computer  systems,  passenger  cars,  trucks, 
materials  handling  equipment,  and  all  other  types  of 
machinery  and  equipment. 

7.  Cost  of  offices  supplies,  stationery,  and  postage. 

8.  Cost  of  purchased  communication  services — This 
item  includes  cost  of  telephone,  data  transmission, 
telegraph,  telex,  teletype,  and  all  other  communica- 
tion services  purchased  in  1 987. 

9.  Cost  of  purchased  electricity — Some  businesses 
included  this  expense  as  part  of  building/office 
lease  payments. 

10.  Cost  of  purchased  fuels — This  includes  fuels  for 
heating,  power,  or  generation  of  electricity,  also 
sometimes  included  in  lease  payments. 

11.  Cost  of  other  utilities— This  includes  all  utilities 
except  purchased  fuels  and  electricity,  also  some- 
times included  in  lease  payments. 

1 2.  Cost  of  purchased  repair  services — This  item  includes 
the  total  amount  paid  for  noncapitalized  repairs  to 
buildings,  structures,  machinery,  and  equipment 
such  as  motor  vehicles  and  office  space.  It  excludes 
cost  of  repairs  to  leased  buildings  and  equipment 
covered  by  regular  lease  payments. 

13.  All  other  operating  expenses — This  includes  inven- 
tory storage  and  shipping  costs,  insurance  expense 
(nonemployee),  uninsured  casualty  losses,  and  bad 
debt  losses.  It  excludes  interest  on  loans  and  sales 
and  excise  taxes. 


A-4     APPENDIX  A 


SERVICE  INDUSTRIES— SUBJECT  SERIES 


Capital  expenditures— Capital  expenditures  refer  to  all 
costs  actually  incurred  in  1 987  which  were  chargeable  to 
the  depreciable  assets  accounts  of  a  firm.  These  costs  are 
of  the  type  for  which  depreciation  or  amortization  accounts 
are  ordinarily  maintained. 

All  items  obtained  through  a  capital  lease  on  or  after 
January  1 , 1 987,  are  included.  Excluded  are  capital  expen- 
ditures made  by  a  firm  for  property  which  it  leased  to 
others  as  part  of  a  capital  lease  arrangement. 

Included  are  expenditures  for  new  and  used  structures 
(including  those  under  construction  at  the  end  of  1987), 
fixtures  and  equipment,  additions,  major  alterations  and 
improvements  to  existing  facilities,  and  capitalized  repairs. 
Also  included  are  expenditures  made  by  a  firm  for  struc- 
tures which,  on  completion,  were  or  are  to  be  sold  or 
leased  back  to  that  firm.  (The  value  of  trade-ins  are  not 
deducted.) 

Excluded  are  expenditures  for  land;  items  chargeable 
as  current  operating  expenses  such  as  cost  of  mainte- 
nance, repairs,  supplies,  etc.;  expenditures  for  locations 
primarily  engaged  in  activities  other  than  service;  and 
expenditures  for  goodwill,  patents,  or  copyrights  are  excluded. 
Also  excluded  are  capital  expenditures  (except  capital 
leases)  made  by  owners  of  property  rented  or  leased  to  the 
surveyed  firms,  but  included  are  capital  expenditures  made 
to  property  leased  from  others. 

Cost  of  assets  acquired  during  1987  by  tax-exempt 
organizations,  if  not  reported,  were  estimated  even  though 
depreciation  accounts  may  not  be  maintained. 

Gross  value  of  depreciable  assets— This  amount  is 
the  acquisition  value  (original  cost)  of  all  assets  for  which 
depreciation  and  amortization  accounts  are  ordinarily  main- 
tained. Included  are  all  improvements  and  new  construc- 
tion "in  progress"  but  not  completed  at  the  end  of  1987 
and  the  gross  value  of  machinery  and  equipment  owned  by 
service  firms  but  leased  or  rented  to  other  firms  except 
under  capital  lease  arrangements.  Excluded  are  land  and 
depletable  assets  (timber,  mineral  rights,  etc.),  nondepre- 
ciated  assets  (cash,  inventories,  etc.),  and  all  intangible 
assets  such  as  goodwill,  patents,  or  copyrights. 

Cost  of  assets  acquired  by  tax-exempt  organizations,  if 
not  reported,  were  estimated  even  though  depreciation 
accounts  may  not  be  maintained. 

Deductions  from  depreciable  assets— This  amount 
represents  the  value  of  depreciable  assets  sold,  retired, 
scrapped,  or  destroyed  during  1987,  and  other  adjust- 
ments (except  depreciation). 

Legal  form  of  organization — The  legal  form  of  orga- 
nization for  most  firms  in  this  survey  was  based  on  the 
response  to  the  organizational  status  inquiry  on  other 
economic  census  or  survey  forms  as  well  as  administrative 
records  of  other  Federal  agencies.  However,  tax-exempt 
organizations  were  treated  as  corporations  in  applicable 
tables. 


Auxiliary  establishments — In  consideration  of  record- 
keeping practices  and  for  consistency  with  other  reports 
from  the  1987  Assets  and  Expenditures  Survey,  each 
company  in  this  survey  was  asked  to  include  those  auxil- 
iary locations  whose  primary  functions  were  to  manage, 
administer,  service,  or  support  the  activities  of  the  main 
establishments  covered  by  the  report.  Data  presented  in 
other  reports  from  the  1987  Census  of  Service  Industries 
exclude  such  auxiliaries.  Capital  expenditures  and  other 
data  for  auxiliaries  alone  are  presented  in  a  report  issued 
as  part  of  the  1 987  Enterprise  Statistics  reports. 


KIND-OF-BUSINESS  CLASSIFICATIONS 

Selected  services  included  in  this  report  are  classified  in 
accordance  with  the  1972  edition  of  the  Standard  Indus- 
trial Classification  (SIC)  manual,  and  the  1 977  Supplement, 
issued  by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  for 
purposes  of  providing  a  standard  for  the  classification  and 
presentation  of  data  by  all  Federal  agencies.  Each  estab- 
lishment, firm,  or  organization  is  classified  according  to  the 
major  service  (determined  by  volume  of  receipts)  it  pro- 
vides. Establishments,  firms,  and  organizations  owned  and 
operated  by  Federal,  State,  or  local  governments  are 
excluded.  Following  is  a  description  of  each  kind-of-business 
classification.  Data  for  some  detailed  classifications  are 
not  shown  separately  but  are  included  in  data  totals. 

Hotels,  Rooming  Houses,  Camps,  and  Other 
Lodging  Places  (SIC  Major  Group  70) 

Commercial  and  institutional  establishments  engaged  in 
furnishing  lodging,  or  lodging  and  meals,  and  camping 
space  and  camping  facilities,  on  a  fee  basis. 

Hotels,  motels,  and  tourist  courts  (SIC  701)— Com- 
mercial establishments,  known  to  the  public  as  hotels, 
motor  hotels,  motels,  or  tourist  courts,  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  lodging,  or  lodging  and  meals,  for  the  general 
public. 

Rooming  and  boarding  houses  (SIC  702)— Estab- 
lishments renting  rooms,  with  or  without  board,  on  a  fee 
basis  to  permanent  or  transient  guests.  Homes  for  the 
aged,  for  children,  and  for  the  handicapped  that  provide 
additional  services,  other  than  nursing  care,  are  classified 
in  Residential  care  (SIC  836)  and  homes  that  provide 
nursing  care  in  Nursing  and  personal  care  facilities  (SIC 
805).  Houses  run  by  membership  organizations  are  clas- 
sified in  Organization  hotels  and  lodging  houses,  on  mem- 
bership basis  (SIC  704). 

Sporting  and  recreational  camps  (SIC  7032)— Sport- 
ing and  recreational  camps  providing  lodging  and  meals  or 
lodging  only.  These  include  children's  camps,  fishing  camps, 
hunting  camps,  and  dude  ranches. 
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Trailering  parks  and  campsites  for  transients  (SIC 
7033) — Establishments  providing  overnight  or  short-term 
sites  for  trailers,  campers,  or  tents.  Residential  mobile 
home  parks  are  classified  in  Major  Group  65,  Real  Estate. 

Organization  hotels  and  lodging  houses,  on  mem- 
bership basis  (SIC  704)— Lodging  houses  and  hotels 
operated  by  membership  organizations  for  the  benefit  of 
their  members  and  guests,  and  not  open  to  the  general 
public.  Commercial  hotels  operated  by  such  organizations 
are  classified  in  Hotels,  motor  hotels,  and  motels  (group 
701).  Resident  homes  for  the  aged  and  others  in  need  of 
residential,  social,  and  personal  care  are  classified  in 
Residential  care  (SIC  836). 

Personal  Services  (SIC  Major  Group  72) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  services  generally 
involving  the  care  of  one's  personal  appearance  or  apparel, 
such  as  barber  and  beauty  shops,  cleaning  and  dyeing 
plants,  laundries,  pressing  and  garment  repair  shops, 
photographic  studios  (excluding  commercial  photography), 
and  shoe  repair  shops. 

Laundry,  cleaning,  and  garment  services  (SIC  721)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  a  wide 
variety  of  laundry  and  cleaning  services  including  power 
and  hand  laundries,  coin-operated  laundries,  dry-cleaning 
and  dyeing  plants,  rug  cleaning,  and  linen  supply  and 
diaper  services. 

Power  laundries,  family  and  commercial  (SIC  721 1)— Estab- 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating  mechanical  laun- 
dries with  steam  or  other  power.  Independently  owned 
agencies  for  laundry  plants  are  classified  in  SIC  7212. 
Laundries  using  small  power  equipment  of  household  type 
are  classified  in  SIC  7219.  Excluded  are  establishments 
which  have  power  laundry  equipment,  but  which  are  pri- 
marily engaged  in  a  specialty,  such  as  industrial  launder- 
ing, linen  rental,  or  diaper  service.  These  are  classified  in 
other  categories  within  SIC  721 . 

Garment  pressing,  and  agents  for  laundries  and  dry 
cleaners  (SIC  7212) — Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  providing  laundry  and  dry-cleaning  services,  but  which 
have  laundry  and/or  dry-cleaning  work  done  by  others. 
Independently  owned  collecting  and  distributing  agencies 
serving  dry-cleaning  plants  or  power  laundries  are  included 
in  this  classification. 

Linen  supply  (SIC  7213)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  supplying  to  commercial  establishments  or 
household  users,  on  a  rental  basis,  laundered  items  such 
as  uniforms,  gowns,  and  coats  of  the  type  worn  by  doctors, 
nurses,  barbers,  etc;  table  linens,  bed  linens,  towel  and 
toweling. 


Diaper  service  (SIC  7214)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  selling  diapers  (including  disposable)  and  other 
baby  linens  to  homes,  usually  on  a  rental  basis.  Such 
facilities  may  or  may  not  operate  their  own  power  laundry 
facilities. 

Coin-operated  laundries  and  dry  cleaning  (SIC  7215)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of  coin- 
operated  or  similar  self-service  laundry  and  dry-cleaning 
equipment  for  use  on  the  premises,  or  in  apartments, 
dormitories,  and  similar  locations. 

Dry-cleaning  plants,  except  rug  cleaners  (SIC  7216)— Plants 
primarily  engaged  in  dry-cleaning  or  dyeing  apparel  anc 
household  fabrics  other  than  rugs. 

Carpet  cleaning  and  upholstery  cleaning  (SIC  721 7)— Plants 
primarily  engaged  in  cleaning  carpets  and  upholsterec 
furniture.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  rug  repairing 
are  classified  in  SIC  7699. 

Industrial  launderers  (SIC  7218)— Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  supplying  laundered  or  dry-cleaned  work 
uniforms,  laundered  wiping  towels,  safety  equipment,  (gloves: 
flame  resistant  clothing,  etc.)  dust  control  items,  and  othei 
selected  items  to  industrial  or  commercial  users. 

Laundry  and  garment  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7219)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  other  laundries 
services,  including  repairing,  altering  and  storing  clothes 
for  individuals,  and  in  the  operation  of  Chinese,  French, 
and  other  hand  laundries.  Custom  tailors  and  fur  shops 
making  fur  apparel  to  custom  order  are  classified  in  retail 
trade. 

Photographic  studios,  portrait  (SIC  722)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  portrait  photography  for  the 
general  public. 

Beauty  shops  (SIC  723)— Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  furnishing  beauty  services,  or  both  beauty  and  barber 
services.  Schools  for  the  instruction  of  beauticians  are  also 
included. 

Barber  shops  (SIC  724)— Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  providing  barber  and  men's  hair  styling  services.  Barber 
colleges  are  also  included. 

Shoe  repair,  shoe  shine,  and  hat-cleaning  shops 
(SIC  725)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing 
footwear,  shining  shoes,  or  cleaning  and  blocking  hats. 
Shoe  repair,  shoe  shine,  or  hat-cleaning  departments 
operated  as  part  of  other  service  or  retail  establishments, 
such  as  valet  shops,  laundries,  shoe  stores,  and  depart- 
ment stores,  are  not  included  as  separate  service  estab- 
lishments unless  independently  owned  and  operated. 
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Funeral  service  and  crematories  (SIC  726)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  preparing  the  dead  for 
burial,  conducting  funerals,  and  cremating  the  dead. 

Miscellaneous  personal  services  (SIC  729)— Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  providing  personal  ser- 
vices, not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  Turkish  baths; 
reducing  salons;  costume  and  formal  wear  rental;  opera- 
tion of  coin-operated  personal  service  machines,  such  as 
weighing  machines,  public  lockers  (except  cold  storage), 
pay  toilets,  etc.;  social  escort  service;  checkroom  conces- 
sions; dressmaking  service  (material  owned  by  customer); 
and  income  tax  return  preparation  service. 

Business  Services  (SIC  Major  Group  73) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  rendering  services 
to  business  establishments  on  a  contract  or  fee  basis  such 
as  advertising;  mailing  services;  building  maintenance  ser- 
vices; employment  services;  management  and  consulting 
services;  protective  services;  equipment  rental  and  leasing 
(except  finance  leasing);  commercial  research,  develop- 
ment and  testing;  photofinishing;  and  personnel  supply 
services. 

Advertising  (SIC  731)— Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  providing  advertising  services,  such  as  advertising  agen- 
cies; outdoor  advertising  services;  radio,  television,  and 
publishers'  advertising  representatives;  advertising  research 
services;  aerial  advertising;  and  circular  and  handbill  dis- 
tribution. 

Advertising  agencies  (SIC  7311)— Establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  preparing  advertising  (writing  copy, 
artwork,  graphics,  and  other  creative  work)  and  placing 
such  advertising  in  periodicals,  newspapers,  radio  and 
television,  or  other  advertising  media  for  clients  on  a 
commission  or  fee  basis. 

Outdoor  advertising  services  (SIC  7312)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  the  preparation  and  presenta- 
tion of  poster  displays  and  painted  and  electric  displays 
(principally  outdoors)  on  panels,  bulletin  boards,  and  frames. 
Such  establishments  may  (as  incidental  services)  con- 
struct, repair,  and  maintain  display  boards  and  post  adver- 
tisements. 

Radio,  television,  and  publishers'  advertising  repre- 
sentatives (SIC  7313)— Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  soliciting  advertising  on  a  contract  or  fee  basis  for 
(nonaffiliated)  newspapers,  magazines,  and  other  publica- 
tions or  for  radio  and  television  stations.  Advertising  sales 
offices  operated  by  these  media  are  classified  as  auxilia- 
ries and  are  not  included  in  this  census. 

Advertising,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7319)— Establishments  prima- 
rily engaged  in  furnishing  advertising  services,  not  else- 
where classified,  such  as  handbill  distribution  of  samples 


and  transit  advertising.  Establishments  which  are  primarily 
engaged  in  providing  commercial  art  or  graphics  for  the 
advertising  industry  are  classified  in  SIC  7333.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  mail  advertising  services,  com- 
piling and  selling  mailing  list,  and  related  services  are 
classified  in  SIC  7331. 

Consumer  credit  reporting  agencies,  mercantile  report- 
ing agencies,  and  adjustment  and  collection  agencies 
(SIC  732)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mercan- 
tile and  consumer  credit  reporting  or  the  collection  or 
adjustment  of  claims. 

Mailing,  reproduction,  commercial  art  and  photog- 
raphy, and  stenographic  services  (SIC  733)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  direct  mail  advertis- 
ing services;  blueprinting  and  photocopying  services;  commercial 
photography,  art  and  graphics  services;  and  stenographic 
and  reproduction  services. 

Direct  mail  advertising  services  (SIC  7331)—  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  services  for 
direct  mail  advertising,  such  as  creating,  producing,  and 
mailing  of  "direct  mail  advertising".  Establishments  prima- 
rily engaged  in  compiling  and  selling  mailing  lists  are  also 
included. 

Blueprinting  and  photocopying  services  (SIC  7332)— Estab- 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  reproducing  drawings,  plans, 
maps,  or  other  copy,  by  blueprinting  or  photocopying. 
Printing,  including  "quick  printing,"  is  classified  in  Manu- 
facturing. 

Commercial  photography,  art,  and  graphics  (SIC 

7333)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing 
graphics,  commercial  art,  or  commercial  photography  ser- 
vices for  advertising  agencies,  publishers,  and  other  busi- 
ness and  industrial  users. 

Stenographic  services;  and  reproduction  services, 
n.e.c.  (SIC  7339)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
furnishing  stenographic  services  and  establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  mimeographing,  rotoprinting,  multilith- 
ing,  and  reproduction  services.  Not  included  in  this  industry 
are  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  printing  (included 
in  Manufacturing),  blueprinting  and  photocopying  (SIC 
7332),  and  duplicating  in  connection  with  direct  mail  adver- 
tising (SIC  7331). 

Services  to  dwellings  and  other  buildings  (SIC  734)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  cleaning  windows, 
disinfecting,  exterminating,  and  cleaning  and  maintenance 
services  to  dwellings  and  other  buildings. 

Window  cleaning  (SIC  7341)— Establishments  prima- 
rily engaged  in  cleaning  windows  in  structures. 
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Disinfecting  and  exterminating  services  (SIC  7342)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  disinfecting  dwellings 
and  other  buildings,  and  in  exterminating  insects,  rodents, 
and  other  pests. 

Cleaning  and  maintenance  services  to  dwellings 
and  other  buildings,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7349)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  to  dwellings  and  other 
buildings,  cleaning  and  maintenance  services,  not  else- 
where classified,  such  as  janitorial  service,  floor  waxing, 
and  office  cleaning. 

News  syndicates  (SIC  735)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  furnishing  news,  pictures,  features,  etc.,  and  in 
supplying  news  reporting  services  to  newspapers,  period- 
icals, and  radio  and  television  broadcasters.  Nonprofit 
syndicates  operated  on  a  membership  basis  and  commer- 
cial (nonmembership)  news  syndicates  are  both  included 
in  this  classification.  Separate  establishments  of  newspa- 
per and  periodical  oublishers  which  are  engaged  in  gath- 
ering news  are  classified  as  auxiliaries. 

Personnel  supply  services  (SIC  736)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  employment  services,  tem- 
porary help,  or  personnel  to  perform  a  range  of  services  in 
operating  specified  facilities  or  continuing  services  on  a 
contract  or  fee  basis. 

Employment  agencies  (SIC  7361)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  employment  services  by 
either  assisting  employers  or  those  seeking  employment. 

Temporary  help  supply  services  (SIC  7362)—  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  supplying  temporary  help 
(excluding  agricultural)  on  a  contract  or  fee  basis  to  other 
businesses. 

Facilities  management  services  (SIC  7369)— Estab- 
lishments, not  elsewhere  classified,  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  personnel  to  operate  specified  facilities  or  to 
provide  services  on  a  contract  or  fee  basis  within  another 
business  (or  government)  establishment  or  installation. 

Computer  and  data  processing  services  (SIC  737)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  services  in 
computer  programming;  data  processing;  and  rental,  leas- 
ing, repair  and  maintenance  of  computers  and  related 
equipment. 

Computer  programming  and  other  software  ser- 
vices (SIC  7372) —  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  services  in  computer  programming,  systems 
design  and  analysis,  and  other  computer  "software." 

Data  processing  services  (SIC  7374)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  providing  data  processing  services  to 
others.  Also  included  are  establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  the  management  and  operation  of  the  computer  and 
data  processing  facilities  of  others  on  a  continuing  basis. 


Computer  related  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7379)— Estab 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  supplying  computer  anc 
data  processing  services,  not  elsewhere  classified,  sucf 
as  rental,  leasing,  repair  and  maintenance  of  computer; 
and  related  equipment.  Computer  consultants  operating 
on  a  fee  basis  are  classified  here.  Leasing  of  computer  anc 
related  equipment  directly  by  the  manufacturer  is  excluded 

Research  and  development  laboratories  (SIC  7391)- 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  laboratory  or  othe 
physical  research  and  development  on  a  contract  or  fee 
basis. 

Management,  consulting,  and  public  relations  ser 
vices  (SIC  7392) — Establishments  primarily  engaged  ir 
furnishing  a  wide  variety  of  general  or  specialized  manage 
ment,  consulting,  or  public  relations  services  on  a  contrac 
or  fee  basis. 

Detective  agencies  and  protective  services  (SIC 

7393)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  per 
sonnel  for  detective,  investigative,  patrolling,  night  watch 
ing,  or  personal  protective  services.  Establishments  prima 
rily  engaged  in  maintenance  and  monitoring  of  mechanica 
protective  devices,  such  as  burglar  and  fire  alarm  systems 
are  also  included. 

Equipment  rental  and  leasing  services  (SIC  7394)- 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  renting  or  leasint 
(except  finance  leasing)  machinery,  tools,  and  other  equip 
ment. 

Photofinishing  laboratories  (SIC  7395)— Establish 
ments  primarily  engaged  in  developing  films  and  in  makinc 
photographic  prints  and  enlargements  for  the  trade  or  fo 
the  general  public. 

Trading  stamp  services  (sales  offices)  (SIC  7396)— Estab 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  trading  stamps  o 
merchandise  coupons  to  merchants.  The  redemption  stores 
of  trading  stamps  companies  are  not  included  here,  but  an 
classified  as  auxiliary  to  this  industry. 

Commercial  testing  laboratories  (SIC  7397)— Estab 

lishments  primarily  engaged  in  product  testing  on  a  con 
tract  or  fee  basis. 

Business  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7399)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  business  services,  no 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  auctioneers'  establishments 
(service  only),  business  brokers,  drafting  service,  indepen 
dent  lecture  bureaus,  inspection  service,  printing  brokers 
notary  publics,  and  decorating  or  trimming  shop  windows 

Automotive  Repair,  Services,  and  Garages 
(SiC  Major  Group  75) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  automO' 
tive  repair  services,  rental  and  leasing  of  passenger  cars 
trucks,  or  trailers  (without  drivers),  carwashes,  and  auto- 
mobile parking  and  live  storage  services  to  the  genera 
public. 
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Automotive  rental  and  leasing,  without  drivers  (SIC 

751)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  daily  or  extended- 
term  rental  or  leasing  (with  or  without  maintenance)  of 
passenger  cars,  trucks,  truck  tractors  and  utility  trailers, 
and  other  automotive  equipment  without  drivers.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  finance  (equity)  leasing  of 
passenger  cars  and  trucks  are  excluded. 

Passenger  car  rental  and  leasing,  without  drivers 
(SIC  7512)—  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  short- 
term  rental  or  extended-term  leasing  (with  or  without 
maintenance)  of  passengers  cars  without  drivers.  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  finance  (equity)  leasing  of 
passenger  cars  are  excluded. 

Truck  rental  and  leasing,  without  drivers  (SIC  7513)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  short-term  rental  or 
extended-term  leasing  (with  or  without  maintenance)  of 
trucks,  truck  tractors,  or  semitrailers  without  drivers.  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  finance  (equity)  leasing  of 
trucks,  truck  tractors,  or  semitrailers  are  excluded. 

Utility  trailer  and  recreational  vehicle  rental  (SIC 
7519) — Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  rental 
(usually  short  term)  of  utility  and  housetrailers  and  recre- 
ational vehicles. 

Automobile  parking  (SIC  752)— Establishments  prima- 
rily engaged  in  the  temporary  parking  of  automobiles  on 
open-air  lots  and  in  parking  structures.  Establishments 
providing  long-term  or  dead  storage  of  automobiles  are 
excluded. 

Automotive  repair  shops  (SIC  753)— Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  general  and  specialized  repair  of 
automotive  vehicles,  including  tops  and  bodies,  tire  retread- 
ing and  recapping,  paint  shops,  engine  repair,  and  other 
specialized  automobile  repairs. 

Carwashes  (SIC  7542)— Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  washing  cars  (custom  carwash)  or  furnishing  facilities  for 
the  self-service  washing  of  cars  and  trucks.  Waxing  and 
polishing  are  also  classified  here. 

Other  automotive  services  (SIC  7549)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  automotive  services, 
not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  lubricating  service,  tow- 
ing service,  diagnostic  service,  undercoating  service,  inspec- 
tion service,  etc. 

Miscellaneous  Repair  Services 
(SIC  Major  Group  76) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repair  services  not 
elsewhere  classified.  Among  the  kinds  of  businesses  included 
within  this  group  are  electrical  repair  shops,  including 


refrigerator,  radio,  and  television  repair;  watch,  clock,  and 
jewelry  repair;  reupholstery  and  furniture  repair;  welding 
repair;  and  armature  rewinding  shops. 

Radio  and  television  repair  shops  (SIC  7622)— Es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  repairing  radios,  televi- 
sion sets,  phonographs,  high  fidelity  (hi-fi)  or  stereophonic 
equipment,  and  tape  recorders.  Also  included  are  estab- 
lishments engaged  in  installing  and  repairing  television 
sets,  amateur,  and  citizens'  band  antennas;  or  in  installing 
and  servicing  radio  transmitting  and  receiving  equipment  in 
homes,  offices,  small  boats,  automobiles,  or  other  vehi- 
cles. 

Refrigeration  and  air-conditioning  repair  shops  (SIC 

7623)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  servicing  and 
repairing  household  and  commercial  electrical  refrigera- 
tors and  air  conditioning  and  refrigeration  equipment. 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  servicing  and  repair- 
ing gas  refrigerators  are  classified  in  SIC  7699.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  installing  refrigeration  and 
air-conditioning  systems  are  classified  in  construction. 

Electrical  and  electronic  repair  shops,  n.e.c.  (SIC 

7629)— Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  servicing 
and  repair  of  electrical  and  electronic  equipment  and 
electrical  appliances  (washing  machines,  vacuum  clean- 
ers, irons,  toasters,  etc.),  not  elsewhere  classified  . 

Watch,  clock,  and  jewelry  repair  (SIC  763)— Es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  watches, 
clocks,  and  jewelry. 

Reupholstery  and  furniture  repair  (SIC  764)— Es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  furniture  reupholstering 
and  repair.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling 
upholstering  materials,  making  slip  covers,  draperies,  etc., 
to  order,  or  in  upholstering  new  frames  to  individual  order 
are  classified  in  retail  trade,  as  are  establishments  making 
furniture  and  cabinet  work  on  a  custom  basis  to  individual 
order. 

Welding  repair  (SIC  7692)— Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  repair  work  by  welding.  Automotive  welding  is 
classified  here.  Welding  in  connection  with  the  manufac- 
ture of  a  product  is  classified  as  manufacturing.  Welding 
contractors  doing  welding  work  on  the  construction  site 
are  classified  in  construction,  SIC  1 799. 

Armature  rewinding  shops  (SIC  7694)— Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  rewinding  armatures  and  rebuild- 
ing or  repairing  electric  motors. 

Repair  shops  and  related  services,  n.e.c.  (SIC  7699)— Estab- 
lishments  primarily  engaged  in  specialized  repair  services, 
not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  farm  machinery  and 
equipment  repair;  lawnmower,  saw,  knife,  and  tool  sharp- 
ening and  repair;  bicycle  repair;  lock  and  gun  repair; 
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musical  instrument  repair;  and  the  repair  of  typewriters  and 
business  machines.  Repair  services  that  involve  primarily 
electrical  and  electronic  equipment  or  components  are 
classified  in  SIC  7629;  however,  primarily  mechanical 
repair  of  electrically  powered  equipment,  for  example, 
electric  sewing  machine  repair  is  included  here. 

Motion  Pictures  (SIC  Major  Group  78) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  producing  and 
distributing  motion  picture  films  and  television  tapes  for 
theatrical,  nontheatrical,  and  television  exhibitors,  and 
establishments  engaged  in  services  allied  to  the  produc- 
tion and  distribution  of  the  films.

Nursing  and  personal  care  facilities  (SIC  805)— 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  nursing  and 
health-related  personal  care,  with  inpatient  beds.

Services  (SIC  893) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  account- 
ing, auditing,  and  bookkeeping  services.  Such  establish- 
ments may,  as  part  of  providing  such  service,  use  data 
processing  and  tabulating  techniques.

For  establishments  of  firms 
subject  to  Federal  income  tax,  each  State  report  presents 
general  statistics  on  number  of  establishments,  receipts,  payroll, 
and  employment,  by  varied  service  classifications,  for  the  State, 
MSA's,  counties,  and  places  with  350  service  establishments  or 
more,  by  kind  of  business.  Greater  kind-of-business  detail  is 
shown  for  larger  areas.  In  addition,  for  places  with  2,500  inhab- 
itants or  more  and  for  all  counties,  statistics  are  provided  on 
number  of  establishments  and  receipts  for  10  major  kind-of- 
business  groups.  For  establishments  of  firms  exempt  from  Fed- 
eral income  tax,  each  State  report  presents  statistics  on  number 
of  establishments,  revenue,  payroll,  and  employment  by  varied 
service  classifications,  for  the  State  and  MSA's.  Greater  kind-of- 
business  detail  is  shown  for  larger  areas. 

The  United  States  Summary  report  presents  data  for  the 
United  States  as  a  whole  for  establishments  with  payroll  of  firms 
subject  to  Federal  income  tax,  as  well  as  those  exempt  from 
Federal  income  tax,  for  detailed  kind-of-business  classifications. 
Statistics  on  number  of  establishments  and  receipts/revenue  are 
also  shown  for  States  and  MSA's  by  kind  of  business. 

For  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  United 
States,  1 987  data  are  provided  on  receipts/revenue  and  employ- 
ees per  establishment  and  on  receipts/revenue  and  payroll  per 
employee.  Comparative  statistics  showing  percent  changes  in 
receipts/expenses  and  payroll  between  1982  and  1987  also  are 
shown. 

Nonemployer  statistics  series— 4  reports 
(SC87-N-1  to  -4) 

Four  separate  reports  are  being  issued,  each  containing  data 
for  the  States  located  in  the  four  different  regions.  Data  are 
included  by  kind  of  business  for  all  establishments,  establish- 
ments with  payroll,  and  establishments  without  payroll  for  the 
United  States.  Also  presented  are  statistics  for  establishments 
without  payroll  on  number  of  establishments  and  receipts/reve- 
nue by  varied  service  classifications  for  each  State  and,  within 
each  State,  for  MSA's,  counties,  and  places  with  2,500  inhabit- 
ants or  more. 


Subject  series— 4  reports 
(SC87-S-1  to  -4) 

The  first  report  (SC87-S-1)  presents  data  for  establishments 
with  payroll,  based  on  size  of  establishment,  size  of  company  or 
firm,  and  legal  form  of  organization.  Establishment  statistics  are 
presented  by  receipts/revenue  size  and  by  employment  size; 
statistics  for  firms,  by  receipts/ revenue  size  (including  concen- 
tration by  largest  firms),  by  employment  size,  and  by  number  of 
establishments  operated  (single  units  and  multiunits).  Statistics 
are  presented  by  kind  of  business  on  the  number  of  establish- 
ments, receipts/revenue,  payroll,  and  employment  for  the  United 
States. 

A  report  (SC87-S-2)  on  capital  expenditures,  depreciable 
assets,  and  operating  expenses  presents  data  for  firms  with 
payroll  for  the  United  States  by  major  kinds  of  business.  Operat- 
ing expenses  include  annual  payroll,  supplemental  labor  costs, 
purchased  services,  etc.  Receipts  data  also  are  provided. 

Two  other  reports  (SC87-S-3  and  -4)  contain  data  for  hotels, 
motels,  and  other  lodging  places,  and  other  miscellaneous 
subjects.  Data  are  presented  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole 
and,  where  feasible,  for  States  and  MSA's.

Every  final  published  report  in  the  1987  Census  of  Service 
Industries  also  will  be  available  on  microfiche. 


Public-Use  Computer  Tapes  and  Compact  Discs 

Selected  data  also  are  available  on  public-use  computer  tapes 
and  compact  discs — read  only  memory  (CD-ROM).  For  the 
selected  data,  these  tapes  and  discs  will  provide  the  same 
information  found  in  the  final  reports  as  well  as  additional 
information  not  published  in  the  final  reports,  such  as  ZIP  Code 
statistics  available  from  series  SC87-Z.  Computerized  data  prod- 
ucts are  available  for  users  who  wish  to  summarize,  rearrange,  or 
process  large  amounts  of  data.  These  products,  with  correspond- 
ing technical  documentation,  are  sold  by  Data  User  Services 
Division,  Customer  Services  (Tapes),  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Washington,  DC  20233.
